OLD FASHIONED IDEAS

We followed the recent confer- 
eme on education held in Ottawa. 
Other than to accentuate the edu- 
cational pressures most of ts al- 
ready knew existed, very little came 
out of the conference beyond the 
dedication to set about trying to 
correct some of our weaknesses. 
Some of the opinions which came 
from outside the conference were 
very refreshing. 

There was our own Alberta 
judge, Nelles Buchanan, who advo- 
cates the return of discipline to 
the classrooms even to the point 
where the teacher concerned can 
administer punishment when and 
where necessary without referring 
to the principal of the school. 

This ties in with a very unfor- 
tunate juvenile delinquency out- 
break in Calgary during the week. 
A bunch of boys were caught siph- 
oning gas from cars and trucks. 
One of the parents concerned made 
a violent attack, verbally, on the 
police for bringing his and the 
other boys into court. One trucke: 
who had suffered most, losing gas 
by the hundreds of gallons, was 
reluctamt to lay charges .. . he had 
already beaten up on a couple of 
the lads when he caught them red- 
handed. 

The explanation given by the 
boys was that there was nothing 
else for them to do, so they just 
had to have gas to drive around 
and around. The question arises, 
how can our educational system 
meet a situation such as this and 
spark the ambition of such boys 
into some useful endeavor.

In crocheting doilies the effect 
is mich easier if only one color is 
used, White and ecru are most at- 
tractive, fit into any color scheme, 
and provide a pleasant background 
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When choosing a pattern or de- 
sign stay clear of naturalistic de- 
sign. You can’t reproduce the ob- 
ject exactly in color and form, 40 
what you are really doing is mak- 
ing a poor imitation of it. So stick 
to conventional design — that is 
a simplified form that suggests a 
natural object but doesn't copy it 
exactly. Besides, it’s more modern. 

Be original! Most of the designs 
available in the stores (eg., pine- 
apple pattern in crocheting) have 
been used so often they have be- 
come monotonous. Find a new de- 
sign, or why not try making your 
own? 

Form Follows Function 

Keep the purpose of the article 
in mind. A cushion, as well as being 
decorative, should have a purpose 
(eg. for esting the head). A fancy 
apron can be very pretty and fancy 
yet it should also provide some pro- 
tection for your dress. A pot hol- 
der, though it may also be used to 
decorate your kitchen, should be 
practical, large enough and_ thick 
enough to protect your hands. The 
purpose of a doily or centre piece 
is to protect your table so a closely 
crocheted pattern is better than a 
loose oPen one. 

And don't forget the care the 
article will require. Choose darker, 
washable, color-fast materials for 
articles that require frequent wash- 
ing. Frilly, fussy designs in doilies 
and pillow cases take a good deal 
of your precious time to keep them 
looking their best,

SCARIFICATION: Many men 
are being impressed with the value 
of a sweet clover crop and are con- 
Geidering this legume so that 
they might plow it under to en- 
rich their soils. There are a few 
things that you should know about 
sweet clover, 

The seed is very hard and unless 
this coat is chipped or cracked 
water cannot enter and the seed 
will not germinate. The process of 
chipping or cracking the seed coat 
is called scarification. The amount 
of unscarified seed in a threshed 
sample may run as high as 90 per 
cent. 

If unscarified seed is sown por- 
tions of it may germinate year after 
year for 20 years. This accounts 
for weed-like behaviour of volun- 
teering and explains while it is 
highly important to use only scari- 
fied seed. Usually seed purchased 
from seed houses has been 


Home-grown seed, 
be used on the farm for seed can 
be scarified as follows: 

A plate type of grain grinder or 
crusher may be used. Adjust the 
plates so that a small percentage 
of the seed is ground. To deter- 
mine the percentage of scarifica- 
tion place a sample of the seed in 
water for about 24 hours. 

Scarified seed will swell to 2 or 
3 times the size of  unscarified 
seed. The size difference permits 
an estimate or actual determination 
of the percentage of scarified seed. 
From 95 to 100 per cent of the seed 
should be scarified.

Notes From D.A. 


By Howard J. Fulcher 


Seed treatment is crop insurance 
and sound farming practice. There 
are many benefits from tresting 
your seed, control and borne dis- 
ease, prevention of seed rot and 
seedling blight, more uniform ger- 
mination and stands. 

Chemical compounds containing 
mercury are recognized ag the best 
all-round seed treatment. Formal- 
dehyde and copper sulphate are 
recommended treatments as they 
can injure and reduce germination 
and do not provide protection to 
the sced from sole-borne diseases. 

Before treatment, seed should 
bo thoroughly cleaned. No matter 
what chemical is used, or how it is 
applied, it is most important that 
every kernel is adequately coated 
with the chemical. Wheat and 
flax should be treated at least 24 
hours before sowing, while oats and 
barley should be treated at least 
one week jin advance to sowing, 

Loose smut in barley is not con- 
trolled by chemical seed dressing 
but can be controlled by use of the 
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of treatment. For wire worm con- 
trol there are combined chemical 
treatments available from various | 
firms. | 

All seed - treatment chemicals 
should be handled as being poison- 
ous, and care exercised. Read and 
follow carefully ‘the directions of 
the manufacturer which are print- 
ed on the container. Do not feed 
vreated grain to livestock. 

In legume seed treatment § the 
seed treatment should be properly 
innoculated with the correct dated 
innoculant. Do not mix innoculat- 
d legume seed with mercuric com- 
pound treated grain as these com- 
pounds will kill the culture,
